NEW DISINFECTING APPLIANCES—METHODS OF EMPLOYMENT AND 
DIRECTIONS FOR USE. 


In view of the fact that several stations of the Service, quarantine 
and hospital, have been supplied with the recently devised Kuhn For- 
maldehyd Generator, the following circular as to its employment has 
been issued to medical officers, showing the indications and limitations 
of the usefulness of the apparatus, and giving directions for procuring 
the best results by the use of the machine.

DIRECTIONS FOR THE DISINFECTION OF LIVING APARTMENTS AND 
TEXTILE FABRICS BY THE USE OF THE KUHN FORMALDEHYD 
GENERATOR. 

OcTOBER 31, 1900. 


General scope and applicability of the apparatus. 


To commissioned officers and acting assistant surgeons 
of the Marine- Hospital Service: 

The Kuhn generator is an apparatus designed for the direct produc- 
tion of formaldehyd by the oxidation and dehydrogenation of wood 
alcohol in contradistinction to the autoclave or regenerator, in which 
the formaldehyd gas is evolved from the watery or alcoholic solution 
of the same. 
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It has been found by test that the formaldehyd evolved from 1,000 
c. ¢., or approximately 1 quart, of wood alcohol is sufficient for the dis- 
infection of and will exercise a germicidal influence in the atmosphere 
contained in a space of 2,500 cubic feet. It is suggested that in the 
disinfection of apartments you will proceed with the ordinary measures 
looking to rendering the apartment as nearly air-tight as possible. The 
1,000 ¢. c. of wood alcohol, of good quality, should then be placed in 
the lamp of the apparatus and its ignition and the generation of formal- 
dehyd should be conducted in strict accordance with the explicit direc- 
tions which accompany each machine. The time of exposure should be 
six hours, counting from the completion of the combustion of the alco- 
hol. Experiments made in the hygienic laboratory and by an expert 
chemist employed for the purpose by the company show that the com- 
bustion of this quantity of alcohol is effected in from forty-five to fifty- 
five minutes under ordinary conditions of temperature and barometric 
pressure. At the end of this period of six hours the apartments should 
be opened and thoroughly aired. No neutralization with ammonia will 
be found necessary. Care should be exercised to see that the vessel 
containing water and acting as a water seal around the cylinder of the 
generator is always supplied with a depth of about 2 inches of water, 
which should be as pure as possible. This will result in the efficient 
disinfection of the apartment which has been subjected to the process. 

It is believed, further, that the use of this apparatus will form a good 
method for the thorough disinfection of baggage and personal effects of 
crews and passengers without the use of the steam chamber, the other 
apparatus usually designated for that purpose. (Not to be employed for 
disinfection of mattresses and pillows. ) 

It is distinctly to be understood, however, that the method is not 
applicable, and should not be used for the disinfection of bedding, 
especially mattresses and pillows. 


Disinfection of clothing and personal effects of passengers and crews of ships. 


In using the apparatus for this purpose the garments or fabrics 
should be disposed upon lines or hooks, and should be so hung upon 
these as not to lie in immediate contact, and there should be an air 
space around each article and between each two articles. 

The room should be as nearly air-tight as possible, and the same direc- 
tions apply as above, to use one lamp containing 1,000 c. c. of alcohol 
for each 2,500 cubic feet of space. Should the room or apartment to 
be disinfected be larger, 1 lamp should be used for each 2,500 cubic 
feet or portion thereof. The time of exposure of the articles or gar- 
ments to the effects of the formaldehyd should be six hours, as stated 
above, to be counted from the completion of the combustion of the 
alcohol. At the completion of the process the garments or fabrics 
should be removed from the room in which they have been disinfected 
and should be exposed to the action of the air and sunlight, if possible. 
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Should this not be feasible owing to the lack of time a very short expo- 
sure to the air, aided by thorough shaking or brushing, will soon effect 
the elimination of the formaldehyd from the fabrics subjected to its 
action. As in the preceding case no ammonia is necessary for neutrali- 
zation.

PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS FOR USING THE GENERATOR. 


Full directions for operating the generator accompany each apparatus, 
but it is thought well to call attention to the following points: 

1. The pan containing water, which surrounds the alcohol reservoir, 
should contain about 3 pints of water, which will fill it to within one- 
half inch of the top. The water used should be as pure as possible, and 
an ample quantity should be provided, as by its water-seal action it not 
only prevents accident, but its gradual evaporation tends to slightly 
hydrate the gas evolved from the decomposition of the alcohol. 

2. The generator should not be heated more than one to one and one- 
half minutes, and great care should be taken to see that the flame is 
extinguished before immersing the end of the cylinder in the water 
reservoir. If this precaution is neglected, combustion continues, the 
alcohol is consumed, but no formaldehyd gas is evolved, and conse- 
quently no germicidal effect is produced. 

3. The absorbent material in the alcohol reservoir will easily absorb 
1 quart or 1,000 c. c. of alcohol, and in case of emergency 3 pints or 
1,500 c. c. may be used, but care should be exercised that no free alcohol 
should show above the packing material in the reservoir. Should this 
be the case, the superfluity should be removed before ignition. 

4. At the conclusion of the operation the remaining water should be 
drained from the water pan, and the pan dried. The whole apparatus 
should then be wiped off with a cloth, and this care will result in longer 
life of the apparatus, which is a decided advantage, as apart from the 
question of economy, the older platinized disks seem to give better 
results and to evolve more gas than those recently prepared. 

As has been indicated above, the apparatus should not be relied upon 
for the disinfection of the interior of mattresses, pillows, and heavily 
wadded quilts or comfortables. For these articles it is believed that 
the employment of steam will still be necessary, but a preliminary dis- 
infection of the exposed surfaces of these articles by the formaldehyd 
generator will, it is thought, render the transportation of these articles 
to the steam chamber, and their handling by those engaged in disinfec- 
tion processes, free from the danger which has heretofore attended these 
operations.

Reports from the Mexican border. 


El Paso, Tex., December 12—Concerning rumor of yellow fever near the 
Mexican border.—In compliance with instructions from your office, 
December 5, 1900, I have made the necessary investigation, and have 
the honor and satisfaction to state that the report is false in every 
particular as far as the northern border of Texas is coneerned. 

Almost every officer, conductor, and other employee of the Mexican 
Central Railroad running into El Paso is American and nine-tenths 
of them have their families here, and I am pleased to state that these 
men always inform me if any passenger is on their train with suspicious 
symptoms of any kind, or if any passenger stops on their division with 
any kind of contagious disease. 

I inspect passengers carefully arriving on the Mexican Central Rail- 
road, and such as arrive from ports reported to be infected, I detain for 
observation to enable me to ascertain their temperature, and in every 
such case I disinfect their baggage, etc. 

Of late we have had several frosts and I have no apprehension in 
allowing passengers to pass who show a normal temperature within 
twenty-four and thirty-six hours. 

Early in the season I caused it to be known over the whole Mexican 
Central Railroad system that a strict quarantine would be enforced at 
this point, and to this I attribute the fact that there has been so little 
trouble here. 

Most all passengers arriving here from Tampico and south of the City 
of Mexico are supplied with certificates from the United States consul, 
or practicing physicians in Mexico well known to me, saying that they 
have been absent from the infected points from five to ten days.

Sanitary reports from Rio de Janeiro. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, BRAZIL, October 27, 1900. 

Sir: I have the honor to transmit to you the official sanitary report 
for the period October 1 to October 15, inclusive: 

There were 487 deaths from all causes, a decrease of 18 as compared 
with the foregoing fortnight, being at the rate of 32.46 per diem and 
corresponding to an annual death rate of 15.21 per cent against 33.66 
and 15.77 per cent during the preceding period. 

The number of deaths in regard to infectious and contagious diseases 
were as follows: Tuberculosis, 103, against 113; malarial fever, 39, 
against 31; smallpox, 26, against 33; beriberi, 6, against 5; plague, 12, 
against 56; yellow fever, 4, against 2; typhoid fever, 4, against 5; influ- 
enza, 3, against 2; measles, 1, against 3; dysentery, 3, against 0, and 
diphtheria, 1, against 0. 

There were 568 births—that is, an average of 37.86 per diem, corre- 
sponding to an annual birth rate of 17.74 per cent. 

The thermometer varied as follows: 21° medium, 16.03° minimum, 
an extraordinary maximum of 36.2.°

Str: I have the honor to transmit to you the official sanitary report 
for the last fortnight from October 16 to October 31, 1900: 

There were 545 deaths from all causes, an increase of 58 as compared 
with the foregoing fortnight, however, sixteen days against fifteen days, 
being at the rate of 34.06 per diem and corresponding to an unusual 
death rate of 15.95 against 32.46 and 15.21 during the preceding 
period. During the same period of last year there were 629 deaths. 

The number of deaths from infectious and contagious diseases were 
as follows: Tuberculosis, 110, against 103; smallpox, 43, against 26; 
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malarial fever, 30, against 39; beriberi, 10, against 6; plague, 9, against 
12; typhoid fever, 5, against 4; yellow fever, 2, against 4; influenza, 
2, against 3; dysentery, 2, against 3; measles, 3,against 1, and diph- 
theria, none, against 1. 

There were 500 births—that is,an average of 31.25 per diem, corre- 
sponding to an annual birth rate of 14.64 per 1,000. 

The thermometer varied as follows: 34.9° maximum, 16.3° minimum, 
and 21.88° medium.

Sanitary report from the State of Sao Paulo. 


The official data in regard to the sanitary conditions during the month 
of July are as follows: The total number of deaths was 3,315, a decrease 
of 406 as compared with the month of June. From tuberculosis there 
died 156 persons (28 at the city of Sao Paulo and 22 at Santos), adecrease 
of 3, and from malaria, 76, a decrease of 49. From typhoid fever there 
died 37 persons (10 at the city of Sao Paulo), an increase of 10; yellow 
fever, 12 persons (5 at Sao Paulo, 6 at Santos, 1 at Casa Branca), a 
decrease of 30; measles, 13 persons, an increase of 5; scarlet fever, 1 
person, a decrease of 1. In regard to other infectious diseases there are 
3 deaths from diphtheria, 32 deaths from whooping cough, 5 deaths from 
erysipelas, 9 deaths from dysentery, 115 deaths from influenza, and 11 
deaths from leprosy.

CHINA. 
Report from Hongkong. 


HONGKONG, CHINA, November 12, 1900. 
Srr: I have the honor to transmit herewith the report of inspection 
work at this station for the weék ended November 10, 1900. 
The forecastle, holds,and steerage apartments of the American steamer 
Rio de Janeiro were disinfected to kill rats. Three hundred and seventy- 
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nine baths were given during the week and all textile fabrics of these 
individuals were disinfected by steam. 

The new floating plant was used for the first time, the crews and steer- 
age passengers of 2 vessels being treated there during the week. The 
barge, formerly an old sailing ship, is fitted up with a steam chamber 
12 feet long and 5 feet in diameter, inside measurement. The chamber, 
boilers, and bathroom are located between decks, thus leaving the 
entire upper deck space for the unpacking of baggage. The chamber 
did very good work, the pressure in the jacket being 40 pounds and in 
the chamber 20 pounds. Having no provision for obtaining a vacuum, 
it is necessary to dry the clothing before its removal from the chamber. 
The sulphur rooms are not yet completed, but they will soon be built on 
the upper deck. The plant is in charge of Chinese attendants, one of 
them being recommended to the company by this consulate. This man is 
directly responsible to the consulate for the character of the work. 

The sulphur room at the Pacific Mail Company’s disinfecting station 
is about completed, and the baggage leaving on the next steamer for 
San Francisco will be treated there. Passenger traffic is rather light at 
present, but after the Chinese New Year there is always a great increase, 
which will tax our facilities for disinfecting to the utmost. No case of 
plague or other quarantinable disease has been reported to the sanitary 
board for two weeks. 

A notification is published in the Government Gazette of a telegram 
from the governor-general of Indo-China, announcing the rescinding on 
the 8th instant of the decree of May 3, declaring Hongkong infected 
with plague. The total ce in the colony during the week (estimated 
population, 257,000) was 133, 5 being due to enteric fever and 2 due to 
tuberculosis.

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pital. Death rate, 22.16. Fourteen vessels have entered this port, been 
inspected and passed.

By request of the captain of the port, 9 pilots have 
been examined as to their accuracy of vision and ability to distinguish 
colors.

MATANZAS, CUBA, December 11, 1900. 


Srr: I have the honor to submit herewith the following sanitary 
report of the quarantine district under my command for the week ended 
December 8, 1900: 

Matanzas.—Eleven deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas during the 
period covered by this report, showing a mortality of 12.67 per 1,000. 

The principal causes of deaths were as follows: Tuberculosis, 2; 
enteritis, 2; atresia, 2; malarial fever, 1; senility, 1; other causes, 3. 

One case of diphtheria was reported. Four foreign vessels and 1 
coasting vessel were inspected and passed on arrival. Six bills of health 
were issued. Twenty-one health ¢ertificates were issued to persons 
leaving the island. Ten pieces of baggage were inspected and passed 
and 1 piece disinfected. The disinfecting barge Guardian, of the United 
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States Marine-Hospital Service, arrived at this port on December 4, 
1900. 

I inclose herewith table of mortality statistics for the city of Matanzas 
during the month of November, 1900: Tuberculosis, 15; enteritis, 6; 
meningitis, 4; nephritis, 3; tetanus, infantile, 4; gangrene, 2; malarial 
fever, 2; hemorrhage, umbilical, 2; heart disease, 2; senility, 2; 
cedema, pulmonary, 2; Bright’s disease, 1; uremia, 1; congenital 
debility, 1; nceplasia, 1; hemorrhage, puerperal, 1; yellow fever, 1; 
pneumonia, 1; rachitis, 2; grippe, 1; drowning, 1; typhoid fever, 1; 
epilepsy, 1; typhoid malarial, 1; other causes, 8; total, 66. The pop- 
ulation of the town being 45,250, the above figures indicate a yearly 
mortality of 17.50 per 1,000. 

Cardenas.—Acting Asst. Surg. Enrique Saez reports that 10 deaths 
occurred in Cardenas during the week, of the following causes: Tuber- 
culosis, 5; mitral insufficiency, 2; other causes, 3. No case of an infec- 
tious or contagious character was reported. The death rate during the 
week was 21 per 1,000. Three foreign vessels and 9 coasting vessels 
were inspected.and passed on arrival. Eight bills of health were issued 
to foreign vessels. 

Isabela de Sagua.—Acting Asst. Surg. Pedro Garcia Riera reports that 
the death rate during the week was 2.34 per 1,000. One foreign vesse!

Report from Berlin—Plague, cholera, and smallpox in various countries. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, December 10, 1900. 


Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report from information 
obtained from the imperial health office: 


Plague. 


British East India.—During the week ended November 2 there 
occurred in the presidency of Bombay 1,419 cases and 117 deaths from 
plague—that is to say, 15 deaths less, but 2 new cases more than in the 
previous week. 

In the city of Bombay there were reported during the week 135 new 
cases and 92 deaths from plague. Besides this number, 210 persons are 
suspected to have died from plague. The total number of deaths from 
all causes in the last week (838) was 3 more than during the previous 
week. 

Japan.—From September 21 to October 26, 17 new cases of plague 
were noted in the district of Osaka, of which 13 resulted fatally. Inas- 
much as since September 8 of 30 plague cases 20 died, the recent out- 
break of the epidemic would appear to be less severe than in the spring 
and summer, for at that time out of 48 cases 45 died. During the 
second half of the month of October, 2 persons were also taken sick of 
suspected plague in Kobe. In 1 case the necropsy showed that death 
was due to bubonic plague. The dwellings of both, who were at once 
removed to the plague hospital, are situated in the former plague dis- 
trict of Ono, and have been isolated by the police. 

Brazil.—According to official information there occurred during the 
month of October, in the city of Rio de Janeiro, up to November 2 
inclusive, 37 cases (and 25 deaths)—that is to say, 9 (8) more than were 
reported during the previous month, September. In spite of all the 
precautions taken a fatal case of plague has also occurred in the town of 
Petropolis, reached in two and one-half hours’ journey from Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Queensland.—According to the weekly bulletin of the central health 
authorities at Brisbane, there occurred during the week ended October 
13, 4 new cases of plague in the Colony, all in Brisbane. During the 
week following, ended October 20, there occurred, according to another 
report, 1 new case and 1 death from plague in Brisbane. 
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Cholera. 


British East India.—In Calcutta 8 persons died of cholera during the 
period from October 21 to 27. 


Smallpoz. 


Russia.—During the autumn this year smallpox has raged with unusual 
violence in Warsaw. According to the weekly bulletin prepared by the 
municipal authorities and used by the imperial health office. there 
occurred during the period from September 30 to November 10, in that 
city, 2,087 deaths, of which 149 were due to smallpox; of each 14 
deaths during this time, therefore, 1 was from smallpox. During the 
first nine munths of the current year, 202, and in the previous year 179 
persons died there from smallpox. The figures quoted, which, more- 
over, do not include the deaths among the soldiers, remain, we are 
informed, considerably below the actual numbers, inasmuch as there is 
no guarantee of the completeness of the reports. The hospital service 
in Warsaw has not sufficiently developed during the past few years. In 
the year 1897, there were only 5.4 hospital beds per each 10,000 inhabi- 
tants, while 30 years ago (1867) there were still 7. The accommodation 
for patients suffering with contagious diseases meets with special diffi- 
culties. The police summon the public to be vaccinated by means of 
posters on the street corners. Furthermore, arrivals at the public 
schools have recently been required to produce certificates of vaccina- 
tion.

German Empire.—Notice regarding imports from Glasgow, dated 
November 27, 1900. 

By virtue of section 25 of the law for combating generally danger- 
ous diseases, of June 30, 1900, the proclamation of limitations upon the 
imports from Glasgow, September, 14, 1900, goes out of force from the 
date of the present notification.

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Report on the sanatorium for tuberculosis at Belzig. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, December 7, 1900. 


Str: In view of the sanatorium treatment recently provided by the 
Marine-Hospital Service for the treatment of sailors of the merchant 
marine affected with pulmonary tuberculosis, I have the honor to submit 
the following report of a recent visit to the sanatorium at Belzig, near 
Berlin. Through the courtesy of Dr. Von Leyden, the distinguished 
professor of the university of Berlin, and one of the consulting physicians 
of this institution, I was granted permission to visit the sanatorium. 
This institution though small is probably the most modern and per- 
fectly equipped in Germany. Jt was only opened for the reception of 
patients in the early part of the present year, so no official report has 
yet been made of the work at this institution. The government makes 
no appropriation for its support, but it is largely sustained by a Berlin 
society for the treatment of tuberculosis. There are 25 free beds, 
endowed by Samuel Bleichroeder, of Berlin. There are also 95 pay beds, 
the charges for which vary between 75 cents and $1.25 per day, depending 
on the character of the room. Considering the generous diet furnished 
at this institution and the modern comforts afforded, it would be sur- 
prising if the sum so collected from the patients was sufficient to meet 
all current expenses. 

The town of Belzig is about one and one-half hours by train from 
Berlin, and the sanatorium is reached after one-half hour’s drive from 
the station. It is well situated in an enormous pine forest, and is well 
sheltered from wind by a slight elevation of land on all sides. The tall 
pines afford additional shelter. The elevation is not more than 400 
feet above the sea level, but the officers of the institution do not con- 
sider this a serious drawback. The soil issandy and porous. The sun- 
shine during winter is limited both on account of the extreme northern 
latitude and the number of cloudy days. In summer naturally the num- 
ber of hours of sunshine is greatly increased. The building is of brick 
and is well encircled with large open verandas. It is heated partly by 
steam and partly by hot water and is equipped with an electric light 
plant. 

Asa rule patients are not received in advanced stages of tuberculosis. 
Unless their condition is such as to justify a fair hope of recovery, or at 
least improvement, they are not wanted. 

Every patient on admittance is examined thoroughly as to his physical 
condition, and the sputum searched for tubercle bacilli. Im case no 
bacilli are discovered after three successive examinations, then Koch’s 
tuberculin is tried, beginning with 1 milligram and increasing the dose 
to 10 milligrams. In case of no fever reaction, the evidence is against 
tuberculosis. Tuberculin is only used as a diagnostic measure at this 
institution, though at Koch’s original institution in Berlin it is still 
used for treatment in suitable cases. The institution relies almost 
entirely upon measures tending to improve the general condition of the 
patient, such as fresh air, nutritious food, with rest. Cold morning 
douche baths are also prescribed in many cases, and seem to exert a 
favorable influence in toning up the general system. In addition to 
this morning application of cold water, every patient is given a cold 
bandage for chest at bedtime, and the attending physician speaks with 
great confidence of its effect in promoting expectoration and producing 
sleep. A flannel bandage is wrung out in cold water and applied to the 
chest, and over this is applied a covering of oiled silk or rubber. At 
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first patients do not take kindly to this treatment, but soon find its 
application so grateful that it can not be dispensed with. 

All patients whose temperature goes above 38° C. are kept in bed. 
Those whose temperature reaches 37.5° C. are-allowed the rest treat- 
ment on the open verandas, but not to take the exercise of walking on 
the grounds. Rest treatment as carried out at this sanatorium consists 
in having the patient lie perfectly quiet in a reclining chair on the open 
verandas for a period of five hours daily. During this time the patient 
is well wrapped in woolen blankets, and is encouraged to sleep as much 
as possible. Light reading is not prohibited. 

The exercise of walking is carried on for three hours during the day, 
and is never discontinued on account of bad weather. The patients are, 
of course, well protected from rain and cold. 

The meals of the day are given as follows, 7.30 a. m., first breakfast— 
Coffee or cocoa, with milk, bread arid butter; 10 a. m., second break- 
fast—Milk, bread, butter, and eggs; 1 p. m., dinner—Soup, meat, beer, 
vegetables, stewed fruit, dessert, followed by a small cup of coffee; 
4p. m., *‘ vesper’’—Coffee or cocoa, with milk, bread, and butter; 7 
p. m., supper—Soup, cold meat, potatoes, and milk. 

There is a slight variation in the menu of dinner and supper each 
day. 

It may be of interest to state that Dr. Miiller, at the head of this 
sanatorium, has discovered in growing grass a bacillus which he has 
termed the ‘‘timothée bacillus.’’ It is similar in all its cultural and 
staining characteristics to Koch’s tubercle bacillus, except that it 
develops on blood serum within twenty-four hours, instead of two 
weeks, as required by the original tubercle bacillus. The timothée 
bacillus is also pathogenic to guinea pigs.

Removal of disinfection of steerage passengers at Yokohama. 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, November 27, 1900. 


Srr: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt. on 23d instant, of 
your letter of October 23 (P. McE. and E. B. 8. and B. 8. W. and J. H. 
W.), inclosing a copy of a letter from Surg. J. J. Kinyoun, and direct- 
ing me to renew the practice of disinfecting steerage passengers and 
their effects at this port. 

I am very glad to receive this direct and unconditioned order, for I 
have always been in favor of routine disinfection of steerage passen- 
gers embarking here, as witness the following extract from my letter 
to you, dated March 18, 1900: ‘‘I may add that, unless you dis- 
approve, I shall hereafter disinfect all steerage passengers for United 
States ports, irrespective of the actual presence of the graver epidemic 
diseases. * * * To this routine disinfection the steamer men have 
agreed.’’ To this you responded under date of April 12, 1900: ‘‘The 
Bureau approves the plan suggested by you of disinfecting the effects 
of all steerage passengers for United States ports, irrespective of the 
actual presence of the graver epidemic diseases. It is believed to be a 
wise measure, and, as the steamship companies interpose no objection, 
you will continue the work which has been established by you.’’ 
Under this approval, when the steamship companies did object, and no 
plague or other of the diseases provided for by the United States quar- 
antine laws were present in or near Yokohama, or, in fact, had occurred 
in Japan for over one month, I could not see my way to override the 
opposition of the shipping interest. 

I am unable to carry out your instructions as regards this present 
steamer, the Coptic, as since the receipt of your letter the time has been 
insufficient to complete the needful arrangements with the steamship 
companies, or to prepare the necessary premises and apparatus. The 
steamship companies were notified of the orders for the renewal of dis- 
infection by the inclosed circular at the earliest possible moment. 

All passengers, however, who go by the Coptic in the lower class, with 
the exception of certain men discharged from United States naval hos- 
pitals, have been under observation in Yokohama for fifteen days or 
more when there appeared even a possibility that they might have 
come from or through the infected district.

The Bureau deems it advisable to renew the practice of disinfectionof * * * 
steerage passengers at Yokohama for the reasons stated, namely, a possibility of the 
reinfection of apartments and baggage already disinfected, and also that such disinfec- 
tion will save considerable time to incoming steamers. 
You are, therefore, directed to renew this disinfection upon receipt of this letter,

In accordance with the foregoing it is then necessary that the arrangement for bath- 
ing and disinfecting steerage passengers and their effects, in force during the first half of 
this year, or some closely similar one, be immediately put into operation, in form satis- 
factory to the sanitary inspector. 

I shall be compelled to refuse bills of health to any ship carrying steerage passengers 
from here who have not been subjected to bathing and disinfection. This applies to 
passengers for Hawaii, the Philippines, and Guam, as well as to those for ports in the 
United States proper, and also to passengers embarking for points not in the United 
States territory, upon vessels destined for United States ports.

Proclamation from the royal Norwegian Governments, department of justice, and police. 


DECEMBER 3, 1900. 

A royal proclamation was made to-day as follows: 

‘*Tt is hereby proclaimed that, in accordance with paragraph 2 in law of July 12, 
1848, relating to quarantine, the city of Kobe, in Japan, shall, until further notice, be 
considered infected with the oriental plague, and the quarantine regulations laid down 
in said law and in circular of October 13, this year, as regard plague, etc., are to take 
effect at once. 

‘* At the same time it is brought to public notice that the city of Glasgow, the city of 
Smyrna, in Asia, New Caledonia, and the city of Sydney, in Australia, and the ports in 
Paraguay, which, by proclamation of March 10, April 18, July 17, and September 1, 
this year, were declared infected with the plague, shall not any longer be considered as 
infected with the plague. 

‘*With which all concerned respectfully have to comply. 

‘* Which is hereby brought to public notice, while it must be remembered that, accord- 
ing to prior proclamations of February 1, 1897, June 27, and August 22, 1899, and 
March 10, April 18, May 23, and July 17, 1900, Arabia, Persia, India, China, Manila, 
Formosa, the city of Osaka, in Japan; the ports in Egypt, Mauritius, the city of Rio 
Janeiro, in Brazil; the Sandwich Islands, and the city of Melbourne, in Australia, 
shall until further notice be considered infected with the oriental plague.’’

PoncE, P. R., December 10, 1900. 


Sir: Through chief quarantine officer of Porto Rico, I have the honor 
to transmit herewith the regular quarantine and abstract of bills of 
health reports for the week ended December 8, 1900. Together with 
the monthly summary of work of the station and the report of mortality 
of Ponce for November, 1900. Five vessels were inspected and passed 
and 6 bills of health were issued during the week. The mortality report 
shows 100 less deaths than the previous month, and at this rate it will 
soon drop to normal. The principal causes of the decrease are the 
exhaustion of much of the material, the return to the interior for the 
coffee harvest of many people who had gathered in the city, and the 
work of the several charity organizations which have relieved a great 
deal of suffering.

Srr: I have the honor to inform you of a rather serious outbreak of 
trichinosis, occurring during the last two weeks at Murcia, the capital 
of this province. There have been and still are some 200 cases, of which 
5 or 6 have ended fatally. I hear of no authentic case in this city, nor 
anywhere outside of Murcia. The greatest vigilance is now employed 
in the microscopical examination of hog meat, and I think it unlikely 
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that further cases will occur, unless from consumption of sausages made 
from bad meat. 

The general health of the locality, with the preceding exception, is 
pretty good.

End of plague—Occurrence of cholera at Singapore.

Sir: Referring to my dispatch No. 141 of the 16th ultimo, I have 
the honor to inform the Department that since the occurrence of the 2 
cases of bubonic plague on the 8th of last month, which ended fatally, 
no others have been reported.

Cholera has, however, broken out in this settlement, but not, so far, 
to any alarming extent, as shown by the inclosed statement of the inci- 
dence of cases in Singapore up to yesterday, the 13th instant, the par- 
ticulars of which have been furnished me by the Government of this 
colony.
